The fate of two pine trees was 
in the bolance, at. the meeting of 
Altona Council last week, when re- 
pairs to the boundary fencing be- 
tween the Truganaina Explosives Re- 


serve and councils 
were discussed, . 


The Public Works De- 
partment. had written to: 
council following a request, 
rt- 
ment that the fencing be' 
repaired. 

The department advised 
that the Minister of Public 
Works would invite ten- 
ders for the repairs and 
that council's share of the 
estimated $374.60 costs 
would be one-half. 

At the recommendation 
of City Engineer, Mr. R. C. 
Simmons, Cr. Charlie 
Carlsson moved that the 
Public Works Department 
be advised that the council 
would pay half the cost of 
the proposed paling fence, 
but that council requested 
that the old pine trees im- 
mediately west of the 
fence be felled before the 
new fence was built. 

Cr. Doug Grant opposed 
the motion which was sec- 
onded by Cr. Pat Burns. 

He asked city engineer 
Mr. Simmons why he had 
recommended the felling 
of the pine trees. 

“There is a fair chance 
of them toppling on the’ 
adjacent council owned 
dwelling,” said Mr. Sim- 
mons.

“A wayside stop-

Council, last week. 


Mr. Simmons was 
commenting on a proposal 
by the Country Roads 
Board. In a letter to coun- 
cil, the board said it would 
bear the cost of develop- 
ing the area. Council was 
asked to advise whether it 
would be prepared to-take 
over the maintenance. 

Reporting to council, 
Mr. Simmons said that in 
past years, the area men- 
tioned had been fre- 
quented by gypsies and 
other unauthorised camp- 
ers. + 

“The area would ob- 
viously become a_ picnic 
ground for the travelling 
public,” he said. 

“There is no_residential 
area of Altona City nearby 
in this isolated section.” 

Cr. Doug Grant asked 
Mr. Simmons why he had 
recommended that the 
Country Roads Board be 
advised that council was 
not prepared to take over 
the maintenance of ~ the 
area. 

“It will cost us money 
and will be a burden to 
us,” said Mr. Simmons.
